This is the first Office Action for serial number 10/576,016, Method For Position 
Indexing Of A Machine Or Similar On The Floor And Machine Leg Used Therefor , filed 
April 17, 2006.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 10—12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. 
Patent No. 2,940,784 to Fell. 

Fell '784 discloses a machine leg for indexing a machine in position on the 
ground, comprising: a hollow bushing (5); a soleplate (27) forming a bottom of the 
busing and having an orifice (22) through the bottom of opening out into the bushing; a 
positioning member (18), which can be from a drilled hole in the ground; wherein the 
orifice is sized to cooperate with the positioning member; the positioning member is 
configured to pass through the bushing along a length of the bushing and through the 
orifice into the drilled hole in the ground, the drilled hole in line with the orifice, thereby 
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positioning the machine on the ground for indexing; wherein the bottom is integral with 
the bushing; further comprising: a nut (9) for anchoring the bushing and wherein the 
positioning member is securable to the ground; and the positioning member has a 
threaded free end (top portion) and the nut bearing against an inside face of the bottom 
of the bushing. 

Conclusion
